Applicant's argument that KCI is not corresponded to a medicine is not 
persuasive. 

In Examiners view, the suppression of contraction at 22.9% renders decrease in 
muscle tension of 50±20% claimed obvious. 

Additionally, the method of using the same ciliary muscle repeatedly to evaluate 
multiple medicines and evaluating the decrease in tension of the muscle contraction by 
the medicine is within the purview of the skilled artisan. The process of repeating , (part 
(b) of instant claim 28), the same method as taught in the prior art is deemed obvious by 
a skilled artisan. 

Applicant generally argues that the prior art teaches the ciliary muscles, in JP '225 
are first contracted or pretreated with compound A and then a compound that is an 
antagonist of KCI, that is, an inducer of muscular contraction; whereas, the invention 
herein relates to a method of evaluating the effect of a medicine against asthenopia, 
which comprises the steps of: (1) (a) stimulating a ciliary muscle derived from a non- 
human test animal with a chemical stimulant to induce a first contraction of said ciliary 
muscle, and washing said ciliary muscle at a point where the contraction reaches a 
plateau; and (b) repeating step (a) 3 to 50 times and terminating at a point where said 
ciliary muscle shows a decrease of 50 + 20% in the tension of muscle contraction, 
thereby producing in vitro asthenopia of the ciliary muscle; (2) contacting said ciliary 
muscle with a medicine in the presence of said chemical stimulant; and (3) comparing 
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the decrease in the tension of the muscular contraction before and after contact with the 
medicine. 

In the absence of showing the criticality, the mode of addition are deemed to be 
manipulatable parameters practiced by an artisan to obtain the best possible results.
